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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
4,616,768 to Flier. 

Flier shows a flexible valve insert, seen in Figs. 5 and 7, for an adhesive dispensing 
container where the insert has front and back walls, a central section 3 formed between the front 
and back walls, an annular seciton 28, the wall of the annular section is conical and the central 
section is recessed with respect to the front wall, a marginal edge 30, a central slit 4 and a piston, 
see column 1, lines 66-68 and column 2, lines 1-3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
4,616,768 to Flier in view of US 4,991,745 to Brown and US 6,575,340 to Steinel et al. 

Flier shows all claimed features as discussed above but is silent about making the valve 
out of silicone and the temperature of the adhesive. Brown shows a dispenser having a silicone 
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valve for containers exposed to temperature fluctuations, as seen in Fig. 16. It would have been 
obvious to a person with ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to make the 
valve in the device of Flier using a silicon material to prevent the valve from reacting with the 
content of the container and allow the valve to remain unaltered when the container is exposed to 
significant temperature fluctuations as taught by Brown. 

In reference to the intended use limitation in claim 5, it would have been obvious to a 
person with ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the device of the 
Gordon-Brown combination to dispense hot melt adhesive since the use of containers with 
nozzle valves that resist significant temperature fluctuation are well suitable for dispensing hot 
melt adhesive as evidenced by Steinel et al. 

5. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
4,616,768 to Flier in view of US 4,027,810 to vanManen. 

Flier shows all claimed features as discussed above but is silent about the piston made of 
a first and a second part, where the second part is made of a more rigid material. vanManen 
shows a sealing plunger 10 as seen in Fig. 1, made of a first part 13 and a second part 11, where 
the second part is more rigid than the first. It would have been obvious to a person with ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use a piston made with a rigid material and a 
soft sealing material in the dispenser of Flier, since the softness and conformability of the sealing 
material forms a better sealing engagement with the cartridge to protect the contents from 
moisture and air as taught by vanManen. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Sherbondy shows a dispensing device for plastic materials. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
